It is claimed that the law is proposed in the interest of the Colo-
rado farmers, but ghose who oppose it elaim that, while it will if en-
acted greatly eripple the live stock interests of the state, it will be of
no benefit to the farmers. The method of campaigning for the meas-
ure appears to be the old gag of trying to create prejudice against the
so-called *'ecattle barons.”’

The Motive Behind the Bill
A greal many people are wondering why The Denver Post is

80 anxiounly pushing the “"Herd TLaw"; why they were willing to

spend money on it to saecure signatures to the petition so it could

be placed on the ballot. The answer Is found In the fact that the
proprietors of that paper are interested In a lot of cheap Colorado
land which they propose to colonize. They want to sell this land
to people who have not suficient funds to bulld fences, and they
think, in thelr Ignorance, that they can dispose of this land If they
can advertise that the purchasers do not have to fence agalnst live
ntoek,

If the prospeclive purchasers of this lund have not money
enough to fanee, how are they going to purchase the land? This

has been looked out for in a companion blll initiated by The Post
which provides that the money in the school fund the state may
be loaned to farmera. Mr. Hoggatt worked out this plan when he
was reglater of the land office, and the peopis of Colorade have not
forgotten the thousands of acres of good land disposed of, unde
Mr. Hoggatt's administration, at five dollars an acre, and much of
this land Is now worth ten to fifteen dollars an acra

The bill providing for the investment of the school fund In
loens to farmers secured by these lands provides that the land
board may loan only one-third of the assessed valus of the land
and improvements. Mr. Hoggatt knows from his own experience
that it will be & comparatively sasy matter, with the influence of
The Post, to get loans of from five to ten dollars an acre on these
lands. His plan Is to have the prospective new farmer go on the
land, secure & loan from the state out of the sebool fund, and turn
the money over to The Post as first payment on the land, and then
The Post proprietors will be perfectly willing to accept a second
mortgage for the balance dne. They figure that this first pay-
ment will in itself produce a profit, and should the new farmer
fail and the land revert to the state, they will be out nothing.

The farmers of the state are already pretty well acquainted
with the methods of The Denver Post. Under ordinary condi-
tions, the bill providing for the loaning of the school fund on Col-
orado lmproved farms might recwlve approval, but coming from
the same source as the “Herd Law' blll, there is much suspicion
In the mind of the people, and this bill is probably doomed to meat
the same fate as the “Herd Law™ bill. The people of Colorado
know by experience that there ls never anything unselfish in pub-
lic propositions emanating from this soures. They have seen the
proprietors of The Denver Post grow exceedingly wealthy over
simllar propositions alleged to be for the public good.
